There are very few bouses which 
do not have floors that are always 
squeaking as persons walk over them. 
Such squeaking Is very annoying, and 
many different suggestions have been 
made to remedy the nulsnaee, but, cu- 
riously enough, only a few of the sug- 
gestion* bave proven of any reel 
Tnjoa. S .- 

Many persons think the Squeaking la 
caused by the flooring boards not be- 
ing properly nailed, but In most case* 
tbla la not the caa* at alt. ' 

The, tongues and grooves of the nar- 
row boards do not always Dt togeth- 
er exactly tight, and a little pressure 
on either side ot the crack and be- 
tween Joints, where the boards are 
nailed, will cause the board* to spring 
slightly, causing the disagreeable 
squeaking sounds, 

The best remedy for a squeaky floor 
I* to apply a little liquid glue to the 
cracks. This can be done by dipping 
a thin strip of metal In the glue and 
Inserting carefully In the crack at the 
point, from which the sound comes. 

A knife blade can be used to ap- 
ply the glue. Simply dip tbe point 
in the glue and Insert In the crack. 
Move the blade about allghUr to re- 
more the glue and make It stick to tbe 
iJoOYinB; wilere it will ory "hi "a short 
time and atop the squeaking.

forsaking David. But he had count. 
— ed the con and then deliberately and 
with enthusiasm he threw himself on 
DBTld'a side. What. a picture this 
presents ot what the Christians' choice 
should be In following the Lord. 
Doubtless there are certain difficul- 
ties and privations, certain premises 
of eaae and advantage- from the other 
aide. And there le surely aeen the 
example at many who turn aside. But 
in spite of this the proper choice tor 
the Chrliilan is a deliberate and en- 
thusiastic choice of the Lord whatever 
the coat may be. 

Ittai'i Consecration to David. 
Hie consecration- is aeen In hla sep- 
aration to David's ij.rrm.iQ. Where the 
king was he would be and where the 
king went he must go. But thia In- 
volved a concession of David's pur- 
pose. Being found with David meant 
that what David wauled to do, he want- 
ed to do. It would be tiLjo.ni to ail, 
friend and [oe alike, what Htal want- 
ed. And this In turn meant associa- 
tion with David's people. How strong 
the church would be If all professing 
Christians were found among the peo- 
ple of Christ, having the purpose of 
Christ aa their purpose and knowing 

not only tome of the promisee ot 
Christ, but knowing too something 
ot the person ot Christ. But so many 
have their own purpose* to follow and 
work out instead ot the Lord's. SO 
many there are whose associations 
are more often formed among the ene- 
mies rather than the friends of Christ. 
Little' la teen of true consecration 
among them.

To read this we must read 1 Sam. 
-18:1, 2. In this passage we are told 
that Ittal came to a place ot 
responsibility tor Derid'e work: Be 
became -a leader among David's 
friends.

't. " l» ! sen l u M - -i-v, t-T)„ Th.la.waa 
a' Roman dry of great antiquity and 
importance. The modem city Konle 
t* an Important Mohammedan and 
trade center. Tradition saye Paul waa 
imprisoned For being a magician and 
teaching a woman named Thekla not 
to marry. This woman endured great 
hardships and trials for the faith, fin- 
ally becoming a nun at Selencl* and 
dying at the advanced age of ninety. 
From this tradition we get most of our 
Idea* of Paul's appearance — small, 
bandy-legged, large eyed, shaggy eye- 
brows., long note; full of' grace with 
sometimes the face of a man and at 
others of an angel. This is tradition 
only, but la probably somewhat near 
the truth. Paul followed his uaual 
Brat witnessing In the synagogue, wit. 
neseing to the entire population. Jew 
and Oeetiler and -dividing- them effec- 
tively by hi* word* about Jesus. 

II. In Lystra (w. 3-21). (1) Popu- 
larity (rv. 8-18). Their Introduction 
hers would seem propitious, healing 
the cripple and at once gaining tie 
esteem r cIJl»ijpeople. Adoration and 
gratitude appeal to the human heart 
Underneath the heathen idea that the 

gods "came down to us In the likeness 
of men." la the great and glorious 
truth ot the Incarnation (John 1:14: 
Phil. 1:1, 7). We should hesitate to 
condemn these men of Lystra too se- 
verely, for what American community 
Is not open to condemnation In til* 
regard! Too many Christians offer 
garlands (v. 13) at the feet ot the men 
whom God bat used to work his 
mighty work*. It waa common com- 
plaint that In the days of his greatest 
victories, men' could not find Mr. 
Moody when a service waa dismissed, 
or get Into bit quarters at the hotels; 
ha would five no opportunity for self 
glorification. Paul and Barnabas had 
bard work to restrain these hero wor- 
shipers (v. 141, and to convince them 
who they were and how they had been 
enabled to accomplish such a wonder- 
mi miracle (v. is). Paul was ot "tike 
stature" with them and would not ac- 

oept worship sa did the Caesar* or 
Herod (11:11, 23). Re exhorted the 
Lyttrians to turn from "these vain 
things," L a, such Idol worship, onto 
the "living God" (see also I Cor. 8:4; 
1 Thee*. li»). Hitherto God had not 
miraculously Interfered to turn 
men from their evil ways (v. IB), but 
left them to their own devices to show 
their Inability to ft ml their way back 
to him (see Acts 17:30; I Cor. 1:21). 
Tet God la -not "without -witnesses" 
(t. IT). Thn seasons and the natural 
laves palm l.- ,;. .!. yet men still re- 
main blind and ' ungrateful. Tbus by 
vehement exhortation tbey prevented 
this act of sacrilege (2) Persecution 
(va. IP, M>. The mob Is ever fickle, 
(v. IS), but It did not turn them "unto 
the living God" <v. 16). Conversion 
la the simple turning from Idols II 
The**. 14), a rational thing, but one 
contrary to the pride of men who de- 
sire to "do something:" whereby they 
may merit or can demand their, sal- 
vation. Even a* Paul had difficulty to

Shall his lot be cast with the white 
rare, with the risk that fatherhood may 
disclose in. him Negro blood) 

To scientists, humanitarians, legal ex- 
perts and the public at large, Indqu 
MecXeillc, of juvenile court, propound* 
these questions. Central figure in the 
problem confronting the court i* a 13- 
year-old boy, whose history was traded 
by probation officers, after he bad been 
reported for truancy. 

He was'found living with -Negro fos- 
ler-parente, who adopted him. in in- 

A«sisia:it District Attorney Fex of- 
fered the luggestion that the boy be 
allowed to remain with hi* frjarter-par- 
enta. A high-clan* Negro, he «aid, i* 
preferable to .a low-grade white man. 
If the boy kas the right personal quali- 
ties, he said, hi* future if just ss sure 
if cast with the Negro race a* with 
tbe white race. 

The foster-father, Judge MacNeillc 
explained, ia willing to give up the 
boy. provided it can be proved there 
is no Negro blood in htm. The foster- 
mother, protesting her loftier til rttlfJ 
she baa cared for since Infancy, mail 
to keep him.

Umeelf, who know* only that he 1* be- 
ing watched because he la somewhat 
mdlaed lo ' ' play hookey ' ' from school.
